What you received real¬ 
ly was Just a division of 
what you already owned. 

After you received the shares 
in Louisiana - Pacific, Geor¬ 
gia - Pacific was no longer 
as big as it had been. 

In cases of this nature, the 
Internal Revenue Service re¬ 
quires that you allocate a 
part of your original cost of 
tiic security you originally 
purchased to rhe cost of the 
security you receive as a re¬ 
sult of the division of the 
company.

Tax Penalties If 
Not Paid By July 2 

Real estate taxes not paid 
by July 2, will carry addi¬ 
tional penalties, warns Har¬ 
old J. Ostly, Los Angeles 
County Tax Collector. 

Property on which delin¬ 
quent taxes have not been 
paid by that date will be 
sold to the state. Additional 
penalties of one per cent per 
month anti a. redemption fee 
of $2 per parcel then will 
be added, Ostly pointed out. 

Notices of delinquent 
taxes recently have been, 
mailed to pioperry owners 
by the Tax Collector. How¬ 
ever, there are more than 
6,500 .notices still in the Col¬ 
lector’s Office because of 
either incorrect or unknown 
addresses. 

If the property taxes have 
not been paid and a tax bill 
or delinquent notice has not 
been received, the prop< rty 
owner should call the Tax 
Collector’s Office at 974-2111 
to obtain a bill. 

Payments can be made by 
sending the tax bill stub 
and a ;heck or money orde 
to Harold J. Ostly, 225 North 
Hill Street, Los Angeles, 
California 90012. All unpaid 
taxes now require the pay¬ 
ment of a six per cent pen¬ 
alty and $3 per parcel costs 
for preparing the delinquent 
list.

During Iho last thee 
months -of 1972 (the most re¬ 
cent .smarter for which data 
are available) owners of 
residential properties spent 
$4.3 billion for upkeep and 
improvement of their prop¬ 
erties. Resident owners of 
single family ihomos spent 
$2.7 billion and outlays by 
owners of rental properties 
amounted to $1.4 billion. 
These expenditures rang e id 
from less than a dollar for 
purchase of hardware to 
thousands of dollars for 
complete home renovations.

The growing awareness of our pressing need to pre¬ 
serve and enhance our environment is a most encour¬ 
aging development. Also costly. 

The cost, of course, is one we can and must pay, but 
some of it should be avoidable. Especially onerous is that 
part of it caused by the delays stemming from the more 
ideological elements in the environmental movement. 

An illustration of such delay cost was given recently 
by John F. Roberts, Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
vice president for rates and valuation. Roberts pointed 
out that the costs of constructing the nuclear power plant 
at Diablo Canyon in San Luis Obispo County has “gone up 
enoromously due to delays.” 

Construction work and materials costs are increasing 
rapidly, he said, and that inflationary influence is abet¬ 
ted by changing laws that require additional work to 
meet various new environmental specifications, among 
other things. Further, Roberts said, completion of the 
first Diablo unit could save tremendous amounts of fuel, 
“as much as 64 billion cubic feet of gas a year, or an 
equivalent amount of expensive low-sulphur fuel,” a tre¬ 
mendous savings potential. 

Hopefully, as the environmental movement gains in 
organization and effectiveness and the eco-activists fade 
awav many extraneous costs will be eliminated. We can

Hamlin of Glendora, chair¬ 
man of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Sierra Vista 
Orchard protection Associa¬ 
tion, estimates the gross 
benefits he derived last win¬ 
ter from orchard firing, says 
an exchange. So far this 
year Mr. Hamlin has mar¬ 
keted 8062 loose boxes of 
oranges for which he has re¬ 
ceived a little over $12,000. 
The year before Mr. Hamlin, 
like many others, took a 
chance and failed to equip 
his grov e with heaters. As a 
result his gross returns for 
that year were only $1,800. 
“Last season," says Mr. 
Hamlin, “I early provided 
my ten-acre grove with, 1000 
three-gallon heaters. We 
kept careful watch of the 
thermometer and I made it 
a rul 0 whenever it dropped 
to 28 degrees to start ligh¬ 
ting every fourth row. 'He 
had the work so systema¬ 
tized that two men in forty 
minutes wer e able to distri¬ 
bute 400 gallons of oil, not 


only filling the heaters, hut 
also make them ready for 
firing . . . . ”
